Congressman Knell asked the 
speaker to aid an appropriation 
for parks and the further butlfN 
cation of Washington. Congress­ 
man Snell explained that it was 
only a small amount of a few 
hundred thousand. The speaker 
listened patiently for a while and 
then exploded in language that 
was more forcible than polite. His 
words roared, , sizzcd and came 
down with a thump. He said 
something about hungry and rag­ 
ged taxpayers and public extrava­ 
gance. Hut I was so dizzy ilsten- 
ng to the cuss words that I 
didn't catch all of his objections. 
Garner turned away. Hncll smiled 
as if he expected as much and I 
silently said amen. But I assure 
you it was no prayer.

Floor-leader Snell and the Re­ 
publicans gave the speaker a neat 
parliamentary spanking later that
rather evened up the honors. It 
came about through the efforts of 
Oscar De Priest, the Negro con­ 
gressman of Chicago, to secure a

verslty, a Negro institution in

add $460,000 to an appropriation 
bill for the heating plant.

Since that time Congressman Sue 1 
has made a number of gestures in 
favor of economy but somebody 
always comes back at him wl i 
something about his »460,000 heat­ 
ing plant. Nearly three million IK 
now being spent for a central 
heating plant for government 
buildings, and some members 
argued it would take care of the 
needs of Howard University. Any­ 
how DC Priest and Snell won out 
and the speaker backed down 
gracefully. He didn't CUHB in the 
spuukrr's chair but I can imagine.
